The FrenchTax on Bachelors.— \ tax ’ 
is proposed on bachelors in the next French 
budget.

Some of the causes of this 
decrease are that no Frenchman under twi « 
live can marry without the consent of his 
parents. This consent is invariably withheld If 
the girl is portionless. On the other hand, if 
the girl be well provided for, her kinsfolk will 
not only not let her marry unless the man’s 
marriage portion be equal to hors, but they 
will effectually prevent all possibility of her 
making the acquaintance of a poor man. In
